PEACE CONGRESS IS FORMALLY OPENED IN PARIS 


AIMS OF THE BRITISH 
AND AMERICANS ARE 
DECLARED THE SAME 


Gun With a Range 
of 50 Miles Was 
Built by British 


British Hope a New and Complete Working Agree¬ 
ment With United States Will Be One of Results of 
Peace Congress Which Started To-Day 


Pari», Jan. lS.-'-Careful investigation here haa made it possible 
to give more coocretely an outline of the war claims of Qreat Britain 
and her general desires regarding the making of peace. 

The British aims, the unofficial representation of them shows, 
are regarded as iu general coinciding with those of the United States 
delegatiou. There are some minor differences regarding the final ad¬ 
justment of the world’s affairs. On the whole, however, the aims of 
tile two uations are considered by British commentators as identical. 

Great Britain believes first, it is declared, that a League of Na¬ 
tions is desirable and attainable, and that none of the British war 
aims will be considered practicable unless they conform with the 
tenets of such a league. 


She also twltcves that things should 
be so adjusted that the war alms ot 
•vary aouatry will conform vltb tboae 
of the other*, or In other words, that 
there should be a compact of give and 
take. 

As to Indemnities. Great Britain ex¬ 
pects to enter a pool with other na¬ 
tions. Her clowns are comparatively 
small. It ia said, but she wants her air 
raid damage and her shipping losses 
paid for. 

In addition to the League of Nations, 
one of the great things which Great 
Britain hopes will grow out of the 
Peace Conference. It Is apparent is a 
thorough, good, working agreement 
with the United States. Great import¬ 
ance la attached to this.

On the advent 
of the seventeenth birthday the wage 
rate would go to $9.50, advancing each 
quarter at the rate of fifty cents, the 
last three months taking the figure to 
lfl.00.

Born of well-to-do and educated 
parents, she early evinced an ardent 
Interest In ths condition of the people 
about her. Their Ignorance and con¬ 
dition of semi-slavery aroused In her 
the determination to do what she 
could far their betterment, and this 
has been the.keynote of her efforts 
ever since. Her activity was unre¬ 
mitting and of a practical kind, in¬ 
cluding lectures and raising of money 
for the purpose of education. 

Anti-Imperialist- * 1 

As an anti-Imperialist, she was In 
the United States on a lecture during 
1908. When the first revolution broke 
out In Russia at that time she Imme¬ 
diately cancelled all her engagements 
and returned to that country to render 
what aid she could to the movement 

Again she came to America Just 
prior to the outbreak of the great war 
and lectured In all of the larger cities 
of the country, including New York. 
Chicago und San Francisco. With 
Bipisla embroiled, -she believed the sit¬ 
uation there again demanded her 
presence. In the general arrest by ths 
Government of the Cxar of all those 
who were suspected of having revolu¬ 
tionary tendencies. Mme. Brsshkovs- 
kayla was included and deported to 
Siberia. 

Wiumphal Returns. 

Her liberation came with the down¬ 
fall of the Romanoff dynasty. All 
political exiles were set free and asked 
to return. Roads leading out of Siberia 
were filled with these released prison¬ 
ers. As a mark of special attention. 
Mme. Breshkovskayia was provided 
with a special train. Hera was a tri¬ 
umphal return to Petrograd. As she 
passed through its streets crowds were 
lined up to do her homage while little 
children strewed her pathway with 
flowers. 

Then followed the day when Premier 
Kerensky was endeavoring to bring 
order out of ch&oa. To his cause Mme. 
Breshkovskayia gave every ounce of 
her effort and support. With the down¬ 
fall of the Kerensky regime and the 
rise of Bolshevism under the leader^ 
ship of Lenlne and Trotsky, for which 
she had no toleration. Mme. Breshkov- 
skayia disappeared from public view.

Paris, Jan. 18.—The 8alle d'Hortoge, 
where the Peace Congress Is meeting, 
has been rechristened the Haile de la 
Palx. It la one of the moat splendid re¬ 
ception rooms in Europe. 

First to catch ths eys of the pleni¬ 
potentiaries entering the hall Hands a 
statute of Peace, holding aloft the 
torch of civilisation. This heroic 
marble figure stands directly behind 
the table of Premier Clemenceau of 
France, the presiding officer. 

In front of the statue is spread the 
coancll table, covered with the tradi¬ 
tional green baize of diplomacy. This 
table Is la the form of a huge horse¬ 
shoe. Across the upper end are nine 
seats of honor, for the presiding officer, 
the vice-presidents and Premiers. On 
oech side of the two arms of the 
horseshoe there are fifteen seats, mak¬ 
ing sixty seats besides the nine at the 
head of the table. Each delegate’s chair 
is upholstered In bright red leathM-, 
and before each place Is a complete 
equipment of writing materials 

The fittings of the room are la white 
and gold, with a frescoed celling bord¬ 
ered by dancing cuplds. Four great 
lustre chandeliers hang from the cell¬ 
ing. while five large window*, looking 
out over the Heine River, cost a flood 
of light throughout the apartment. 

Consultation Room. 

Leading from the council room to 
another chamber overlooking Ihe gar¬ 
dens. To (his room the delegatee can 
retire for cocumltatlona. A large table 
at one end suggests that refreshments 
will be served there to the delegatee. 

Farther on to a gorgeous state din¬ 
ingroom where luncheon and dinner 
may be served to Ihe delegatee In case 
protracted sessions ore held. The whole 
suite of rooms to suggestive of ele¬ 
gance and beauty, and the artistic 
taste of the French.

STRASBOURG REGION 


Under New Armistice Terms 
Allies Reserve Right to 
Occupy Area 


Paris, Jon. 18.—The agreement fo 
the renewal of the German armistice 
signed by Marshal Foch, Admiral 
Browning and the German Armistice 
Commissioners on Thursday provides 
for the renewal of the armistice from 
time to Ume after the month for which 
the extension runs, until the conclu¬ 
sion of peace, subject to the approval 
of the Allied Governments. 

The principal terms of the renewal 
are substantially as has been reported. 
In addition, there Is a clause by which 
the Allied command reserves the right 
to occupy that part of the Strasbourg 
defences comprised by the forts on the 
eastern bank of the Rhine and a strip 
of territory from three to six miles 
beyond.

Other clauses provide for the sub¬ 
stitution for supplementary railway 
material*!ante quantities of Industrial 
and agricultural implements, and give 
control of the Russian prisoners to 
Germany to Allied delegates for repa¬ 
triation.

means of averting a competition which would 
plunge almost every nation in the world into war 
or revolution. Indeed, it is to the'settlement of 
the great moral issues that democracy looks most 
yearningly to the gathering at Versailles, to the 
iteps that arc taken to make the world a better 
place to live in, the real purpose of the uutold sac¬ 
rifices of the last five years and without the attain¬ 
ment of which much of those sacrifices will have 
been in vain. 

The Congress of Vienna, which met after Na¬ 
poleon’s exile to Elba, thought it settled the ter¬ 
ritorial problems, although it came to blows oil 
several occasions in doing so, but what it actually 
did was to sow the seed of more wars, not exclud¬ 
ing this one. Its great defect was that it failed 
to establish first a moral foundation, a foundation 
of justice and freedom, for everything elHe it did. 
That the structure it erected should collapse amid 
the horrors of conflict and revolution under such 
circumstaueeB was the most natural thing in the 
world. 

The deliberations of the Peace Conference, 
however, are not without considerable danger, not 
necessarily so much in the possibility of conflict 
among the represeiffatives as in certain aspects of 
the aftermath. There is bound to be disappoint 
raent in some countries over the conclusions that 
will be reached, for, in some instances, claims have 
been made for, and peoples have been led to ex¬ 
pect things iwhieh are not likely to be admitted.

Shall I tell you what they 
believe is the correct way to 
cook Prunes T 

First procure a pound or two 
of ouiu fcanta riarai Valley 
Prunes, cleanse thoroughly, then 
soak In water for ten or twelve 
hours, adding a little sugar 
when putting to soak. After 
this soaking the fruit will as¬ 
sume the full slxe it had on the 
tree and is ready to be simmered 
on the back of the stove—not 
boiled: simmer only. When 

they are tender they are ready 
for the table. Serve cold with a 
little cream. A little sliced 
lemon or orange added Juat be¬ 
fore simmering will give a rich 
color and flavor to the syrup.

year. Another Interesting reference is 
that 66 per cent of the copper output 
Is produced on tho Coast, which has 
now become the centre of the copper 
mining Industry, thus replacing tho 
Boundary District, which for long held 
tho laurels as the centre of this par¬ 
ticular mining activity. While on 
Vancouver Island the amount of cop¬ 
per produced has been comparatively 
small, there are under development at 
the present time at Jordan River and 
near qua lei no Sound lwo properties 
on which active development has pro¬ 
gressed with such success as to indi¬ 
cate a large production during the 
next year or so. 

4 Zinc. 

Last year's estimated production of 
xinc is given In the preliminary re¬ 
port as 16.146.864 pounds; in 1617 the 
total amount produced stands at 41,- 
848,613 pounds, showing a decrease for 
1616 amounting to 6.668.616 pounds, 
qualification of last year's sine out¬ 
put is made on account of the fact 
that It has been difficult to get in¬ 
formation regarding shipments to the 
United mates. It Is therefore suggest¬ 
ed that the estimated Igure may be 
low. To the total sine output Fort 
Htuele contributed 21 . 000,000 pounds; 
Klocan. 13.601,664 pounds, while Omin- 
eca and Ainsworth produced the bal¬ 
ance. 

Other Minerals._I 

Under the heading of other minerals 
primary reference Is given to Iron 
and the fact noted that the year 1616 
saw a very great demand for iron and 
steel on the Pacific Coast Normal 
requirement* were considerably aug¬ 
mented by the need for steel in ship¬ 
building and munitions work, while 
the usual outside sources krere monop¬ 
olised by war needs in other parts of 
the world. High freight rates like¬ 
wise made the lack of local production 
more pronounced. Here again the 
quesUon of establishing an iron smelt¬ 
ing plant somewhere oa the British 
Columbian Coast Is referred to. as well 
as Dr. Btanfield’s inquiry into the 
commercial feasibility of smelting the 
iron ores of tbs Province by the elec¬ 
tric process, the fall report of which 
appeared in these columns on Satur¬ 
day last. 

A very Insistent demand for plati¬ 
num for war purpos es os u ssd the 
most exhaustive search to be made for 
it in commercial quantities by Do¬ 
minion Government officials. And the 
well-known fact of Us wide distribu¬ 
tion throughout this Province In con¬ 
nection with British Columbia’s placer 
gold deposits gave reasonable hope for 
such investigations. In connection 
with this search a number of drill holes 


The recovery of placer gold for 1618 
Is estimated at 8108 . 060 . of which prac¬ 
tically all is obtained In the Cariboo 
and Cassiar districts, only about one- 
tenth of the total coming from the 
other sections. In 1817 the total value 
of placer gold amounted td 1414,004. 
While this shows a falling off. when 
compared with the previous year, the 
report suggest* that a larger yield may 
yet be shown when the final returns 
of the season’s operations have been 
received. During the last four yearn 
the production of placer gold In the 
province ha* steadily decreased. 
Economic conditions of high prices for 
labor and supplies are cited as the 
principal reasons for the falling off. 

Lode Gold. 

Estimated production of lode gold 
during the year 1618 is placed at to.- 
250.895 as compared with 12.167.180 for 
the year 1617. showing an Increase of 
8883.705. or thirty-seven per cent. In 
connection with the increase last year, 
credit 1* given to the entry Into the 
producer’s list of a new mine—the Burf 
Inlet property of the Belmont-Burf Into# 
Mines—which made an output of about 
43.000 ounces. The total estimated 
gold value, therefore, for the year 1618 
is given in the report as 83.658,865, as 
against S2.863.190 for the year 1917. 

Silver. 

Silver produced during the year 1816 
Is estimated to have been about 2.886,- 
861 ounces, valued at 12.601,1*0, a de¬ 
crease when compared with the pro¬ 
duction during 1817 of 42,866 ounces. 
The higher market value of silver, 
however. Is responsible for the In-, 
creased value of the output, which 
amounts to 1326.871. Mention Is made 
of the production from the Blocan dis¬ 
trict as being again far In the lead of 
aU other districts in silver production, 
the figure for Blocan and Blocan City 
representing no lees than forty-seven 
per cent, of the total. 


In the case of lead, estimated 1818 
returns show a production of 48,646,- 
861 lbs., valued at fS.M4.fS7. This 
represents, as compared with the pre¬ 
vious year, an Increase in quantity of 
6.642.186 lbs.; but owing to the lower 
market price of lead, the value of the 
total output showed a decrease of 
96,388. In explanation of this. II may 
be mentioned that the market price of 
lead rose and fell during the year: the 
average for January was 6.782 cents a 
lb.; In July a fixed price of 8.06 cents 
was established, that figure holding 
until the armistice was signed. Since 
then the lead market has been dull 
with producers holding large stocks, 
and very few sales being made. Fort 
Bteele contributed practically half of 
the total production of lead, heading 
the list wHh an estimated output fer 
the year of 18.840.800 lbs.; Blocan 
came next with 11,666.700 lbs.; Ains¬ 
worth. Wlndemere-Golden, Nelson and 
numerous small mines making up the 
balance. 

Copper. 

Copper estimated to have been pro¬ 
duced In 1618 shows, as compared with 
the previous year, an Increase In
